them), and the Stars Spangled 
Banner while the people on shore 
joined in. There were many older 
people aboard who had not been 
back for 25 years. Many of these 
were met by their families in 
boats with their name on ban- 
ners. The whole thing was most 
impressive. , 
Our group was then escorted 
to the Hanseatic League House 
dating from the Middle Ages. Re- 
presentatives from the Bergen 
University and the city tourist 
bureau met us there and gave 
speeches of welcome, after which 
our young student representative 
got up and gave a very warm res- 


yonse in perfect Norwegian ‘af- 


ter which he said in English, 
“That’s all the Norwegian I know 
so I won’t make my speech any 
longer.”’ - 

We then were served open- 
face sandwiches of all descrip- 
tions from these ancient tables. 
I wish I could describe this very 
ancient Merchants Guild House 
te you. You felt as if you were 
enscounced in medieval history. 


Heavy dark beams above and a 
hole about four feet square in 
peak of roof for the smoke from 
fireplace and lighting to escape. 
At each entrance was a beautiful 
18-inch brass bowl sunk into a 
table over which hung a beauti- 
fully polished teakettle support- 
ed from a brass extension from 
the wall. Beside it was a linen 
roller towel. This no doubt was 
the lavatory equipment. Under 
the table was a large wooden tub 
for waste water. These houses 
were built by the German mer- 
chants in the middle ages. . 


After the buffet we took a 
taxi to the museum which is be- 
ing built. It is something on the 
order of our Williamsburg ex- 
cept that everything used is 
found right in Bergen. As soon 
as these ancient houses can be 
vacated they are brought up to 
this museum and placed in the 
proper setting. We were so am- 
used at the Baker’s house when 
we were shown where they kept 
their maid. A small drawerlike 
compartment under the serving 
counter in the pass pantry was 
her bed. I’ve known people who 
thought they ought to put the 
“help” away in drawers after 
they were through with them for 
the day, but never dreamed it 
was actually done.

wed_us the Kafee where we were: 


by the hostess in costume of that 
period in the manner of that per-* 
iod.
